I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year 

1955* 

The  birth  rate  per  1  *000  population  rose  from  15«7  in 
1 954  to  17o3  in  1955$  the  actual  increase  in  live  births 
being  1 2C  The  death  rate  fell  from  1 1 0 3  to  8®9*  15  fewer 
deaths  than  in  1954  occurring  in  the  district  Of  these 
deaths  2  were  infants  under  the  age  of  1  year®  This 
results  in  an  infant  mortality  rate  per  1*000  live  births 
of  17o2  -  a  figure  which  compares  favourably  with  both  the 
local  rate  for  1954  (19® 2)  and  the  rate  for  the  county  as 
as  a  whole  (20)o 

Over  30%  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  disease  of  the 
heart  and  circulation*  a  further  20%  being  due  to  cancer „ 
Tuberculosis  caused  only  one  death  but  2  new  cases  were 
notified,.  This  is  one  more  new  case  than  last  year  but 
in  view  of  the  small  numbers  involved  such  an  increase 
has  no  statistical  signif icance„ 

Measles  was  notified  210  times0  At  first  sight  such 
a  number  may  seem  incredible  when  compared  with  only  3 
notifications  in  1954o  However*  a  large  outbreak  was  not 
unexpected  as  it  is  a  characteristic  of  measles  that  epi¬ 
demics  occur  at  intervals  of  approximately  2  years® 

The  other  infectious  diseases  totalled  only  9 
notifications  among  them®  These  9  reports  included  no 
diphtheria®  Pol iomyeli tis  occurred  3  times®  The  inepti¬ 
tude  of  the  synonym  infantile  paralysis  is  obvious  when 
one  notes  that  2  of  these  cases  were  in  persons  over  21 
years  of  age  and  that  2  were  non-paralytic® 


Whooping-cough  was  notified  only  once0  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  last  named  disease  -  once  a  cause  of 
considerable  mortality  and  morbidity  may  soon  be  relegated 
to  the  category  of  conditions  which  the  practice  of  pre¬ 
ventive  medicine  has  rendered  virtually  non-existent <> 

During  the  year  BoCoCxo  vaccination  of  13  year  old 
school  children  was  commenced*,  All  parents  with 
children  in  the  age-group  were  given  the  opportunity 
of  having  their  children  done  and.  after  preliminary 
tuberculin  testing  the  negative  reactors  were  vacci- 
nated0  Parents  were  most  co-operat ive0  It  is  hoped 
that  this  measure  will  reduce  the  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  in  young  adults0 

In  conclusion  I  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the 
willing  co-operation  of  the  Surveyor  and  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  his  assistants*.

Routine  inspections  have  been  regularly  made  to  five  milk 
distributors  and  one  dairy  in  the  district,  and  a  continuance  of 
reasonable  standards  of  dairy  methods  was  noted.

Sewers  and  House  Drainage * 

(i)  During  the  year  all  sewer  lenghs  and  manholes  in 

Riverwood  Drive 9  Gossmore  Lane,  Mill  L^ne  and  Field- 
house  Lane  have  been  subjected  to  a  severe  water  test 
in  an  endeavour  to  find  the  cause  for  the  surcharging 
of  the  sewers  in  that  area  during  flood  periods* 

All  manholes  and  sewer  lengths  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  one  length  of  6”  cast  iron  pipe  and  two 
shallower  lenths  of  glazed  stoneware  pipe  were  proved 
to  withstand  the  tefsts*  The  defective  lengths  will 
be  dealt  with  during  1956* 

(ii)  A  length  of  glazed  stoneware  sewer  was  found  to 

be  defective  near  the  Marlow  Water  Companyvs  boreholes 
and  in  view  of  the  impossibility  of  uncovering  the 
length  with  mechanical  plant  due  to  other  services 
crossing  and  re-crossing  it  in  many  places 9  an  experi¬ 
ment  was  carried  out  successfully  of  inserting  and 
threading  through  the  existing  pipe,  4  ft  lengths  of 
pitch  fibre  pipes  properly  jointed*  The  resultant 
cost  for  the  approximate  200  ft  length  was  £120, 
including  material*  compared  with  an  estimated  cost 
of  £500  for  excavation  only  by  traditional  methods* 

The  time  taken  was  approximately  six  working  hours 

only  for  two  men*
